THE CROFT EAS. 

Tun events of each succeeding week point 
more and more strongly to a large emigra- 
tion of crofters, cottars and fishers from the 
north of Scotland and its islands to Canada 
during the coming and succeeding summers, 
under state direction and with state assist- 
ance. Probably no such attempt at whole- 
sale colonization as is now acknowledged to 
be necessary in the old country was ever 
made before. It is all the more necessary 
that the matter should be handled carefully 
and intelligently, with a full regard to the 
nature and callings of the people and the 
natural and other advantages of the district 
to which they are expected to go. lu trans- 
planting trees it is necessary to enoose con- 
ditions in the new location as similar as pos- 
sible to those existing in the former one, and 
it is almost as necessary in the cuse of men. 
No one part of Canada ‘offers a suitable tield 
for the wholesale immigration of the three 
Classes sucntioned, but each can find such a 
field in a different section of the country. 
To the tishing population the coast of Brit- 
ist Columbia offers the opportumty of pur- 
suing their chosen culling in a milder climate, 
ou acaimer sea aud under more favorable 
conditions generally than they have been 
used to at home. The services of a large 
number of cottars or day laborers. on farus, 
would doubtiess be very acceptable in Unta- 
rio, Where there is u continual need tor cheap 
turm labor such as they could supply— 
where, besides getting wages us good or bet- 
ter thau they could at howe, they would uud 
provisions and clothing cheap, good facilities 
tor raising patches of potatoes aud dual 
gardens aud keeping a cow or: two, Of send- 
their chiidren to geod che, of learning 
the ways of the country, aud oi being practi- 
cally amongst their own kiusfoli all the 
time. To the small farmers or crofters the 
partially wooded regions of the North-West, 
more especially Northern Alberta, offer fa- 
vorable opportunities for the protitable ex- 
ercise of their calling such as they never 
dreamed ot at home. Tuere they are paying 
heavy rent for a piece of ground only large 
enough to turnish them fvod from year to 
year. Mere they could have the deed of 160 
acres ot land for less than they pey for each 
yeur’s rent of their croft at home. There 
they are fighting for a pasture for their few 
cattle on the barren hill sides. Here they 
might pasturc vast herds in abundant grass 
where they pleased. There the improve- 
mente they make on the land is their land- 
lord's. Here all the results of their labor 
would be their own. There the quality of their 
dwellings depends on the good will of their 
landlord. Mere it wonla depend on their 
own industry. Therethey have to pay for 


& one would receive the more he would need 
andthe less use he would be to ‘himesif or 
anyone elee. Indeed, in selecting emigrants 
to reccive assistance it would be better to 
take those who had not yet yot to the bottom 
of their pockets—who have not yet had the 
snap and vigor so necessary in the new world 
ground out of them by abject poverty, but 
who can eee plainly the necessity of a move 
to benefit their condition, These leaving 
the old country would make room for their 
less fortunate neighbors who could fill their 
places there quite well, but who could not 
make as much of the better opportunities 
offered by the North West.

The report of the anditor-general of Cana- 
da on the appropriation accounts for the 
year ending June 30th '87 has been received. 
The amount expended on Mounted police 
account was $781,664, being within $291 of 
the appropriation made. The pay amounted 
to $283,337, subsistence to $79,020, forage to 
£129,295, tuel and light to $38,912, clothing 
£73,431, repairs and renewals to 361,229, The 
comtnissioner received 32,600, assistant. cam - 
missioner $1,600, twelve superintendents 
#1,400 each and 34 inspectors $1,000 each. 
Subsistence at Edmonton cost $433 and at 
Fort Saskatchewan 84,766. Forage at Ed- 
snonton cost $4,483 and at Fort Saskatche- 
wan 86,862. Fuel and light cost at Fort Sas- 
katchewan $737 and at Edmonton 8173. Re- 
pairs and renewals at Edmonton cost $921 
at Fort Saskatchewan $1,478 and at Red 
Deer 8440. Two horses at Edmonton cost 
$300. Scouts, guides and laborers cost $1,089 
at Fort Saskatchewan. Sundry contingen- 
cies cost 8871 in d division. Postage and 
telegrams cost $38 at Edmonton and ¥117 at 
Fort Saskatchewan. 

Indians in Manitoba and the North-West 
cost $1,072,397, of which $124,859 was for an- 
nuities, #484,122 supplies for the destitute, 
$183,811 general expenses, $49,390 industrial 
schools, $34,390 day schools, 885.918 farm 
wages. Edmonton annuities amounted to 
$3,970, Victoria to $2,705, and Peace Hills to 
33,340. Caitle, sheep and pigs cost $24,650 
and seed grain 821,143 in all the agencies. 
wages on Peace Hills farm were 82,505, on 
Riviere Qui Barre $2,144 and on Saddle lake 
$1,345. Peace Hills agency buildings had 
x1 500 expended on them.

It would be to this land that the 
colonists would be invited to go, and what 
their experiences would be there has been 
amply shown by crofters wno have gone out 
in former years. Before, however, any thing 
can be done in reuard to colonization there 
are other questions to be settled.

The sentences are looked 
upon as severe, and as having been passed 
with a View to terrorizing. Thoy have given 
rise to widespread sytupathy with the euf 
ferers.
